of o th e r kinds of pickled cucum bers 
except dills. 
W hatever th e final dis­ 
position— as sour, sweet or m ixed— 
the cucum bers should first receive a 
perfect curing In brine. 
A ttem pts to 
use short cu ts or to m ake pickles 
“over 
n ig h t” 
arc based 
on 
an 
e r­ 
roneous conception as to w h at really 
co n stitu tes a pickle. 
Directions for Salt Pickles. 
T h e U nited States D epartm ent of 
A g ricu ltu re gives the following direc­ 
tions for making salt pickles: 
P ack w ashed cucum bers in a clean 
stone Jar. 
F o r this purpose use only 
the straight-sided, open-topped Jars. A 
narrow -neck Jur is not 
satisfactory 
for th is purpose. 
T he four-gallon size 
holds about Iii pounds of cucum bers. 
C over w ith six quarts of a IO per cent 
or 40 degrees brine (one pound of salt 
to n in e flints of w ater.) 
A t th e tim e 
of m uking up the brine, or not later 
th a n th e following day, ad d m ore sail 
at th e r a te of one pound for every cen 
pounds of cucum bers used. 
F or 12 
pounds of cucum bers add one pound 
th ree ounces of salt to m aintain the 
stren g th of tile brine. 
Cover with a 
ro u n d board or plate an d on top of 
this p lace a weight heavy enough to 
keep th e cuciwnbers well below th e 
surface.

keep Indefinitely. A fter a p artial soak­ 
ing in w ater to rem ove excess of salt, 
th e se cut umbers m ay be eaten as salt 
pickles. 
Many p refer them in this 
form. 
Most 
people,

given an additional tre a tm e n t in vine­ 
gar, or In vinegar com bined with augur 
and spices. 
lf th e salt pickles a re to he m ade 


into sour, sweet or mixed pickles, th e 
salt 
should 
he 
to 
a 
great 
extent, 
though 
not 
com pletely, 
removed by 
processing. 
T his is done by heating 
them slowly, covered witli w uter, to 
120 degrees F., an d holding them at 
th a t te m p eratu re lo or 12 hours, s tir­ 
ring frequently. 
It may be necessary’ 
to repeat fids process several tim es 
until the product tastes right. 
A fter 
processing, 
they 
should 
he drained 
well and covered at once with good 
clear vinegar of 40 to (io-grain .strength 
(4 to 0 per cent of acetic ucld).

vinegars may he used if they are well 
filtered, 
if very sour pickles are p re­ 
ferred It would he well to use a 4<F 
grain vinegar a t first, and a fte r

Sweet Pickles. 
To m ake sw eet pickles the cucum ­ 
bers 
are 
covered 
afte r 
processing 
With vinegar in which sugar is d is­ 
solved and usually spices. The am ount 
of su g ar m ay vary from four to ten 
pounds to the gallon of vinegar. 
Too 
much sugar shrivels and toughens th e 
cucum bers. 
If 
a 
liquor 
containing 
m ore th a n four pounds of sugar to the 
gallon Is desired it would be hest not 
to exceed th a t am ount at first Dut 
gradually to add su g ar until the d e ­ 
sired concentration is obtained. 
Spices are practically always added 
in m aking sweet pickles. These should 
not. however, he used in too larg e a 
quantity. 
One ounce of whole mixed 
spices to fo u r gallons of pickles Is a 
good proportion. 
Add the required 
am ount of spice to the vinegar and 
hold It at th e bolling point for not 
longer than 
o n e - h a l f hour. 
H eating 
too long d ark en s the vinegar. 
F ilte r 
out 
the spices by pouring through 
cheesecloth. 
S ugar may be added at 
this time. 
Mixed Pickles. 
Various com binations of vegetables 
are used for m aking mixed pickles: 
Onions, cauliflower, green peppers, to­ 
m atoes and b ean s may he added to 
cucum bers. 
All th e vegetables used 
should first he properly cured in brine 
in th e sam e way as cucumbers.

vegetables or cut pieces

In no case snouid a hot brine be
